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Many gamers exchange cyberbullets-and 
hate speech-while they play “Call of Duty" 


Gamers split 
on how to take 
aim at digital 
hate speech 


SPOKANE, Wash. It’s not just cyberbullets 
that are exchanged during firelights on the 
XBox Live version of “Call of Duty ” 

Many gamers also exchange hate speech 
over their headsets as they stalk each other 
across the virtual battlefields. Players trade 
racist, homophobic and anti-Semitic insults 
so frequently that game makers are taking 
steps to tone down the rhetoric. 

One gamer told an opponent he presumed 
to be Jewish that he wished Hitler had suc- 
ceeded in his mission. Many exchanges in- 
volve talk of rape or exult over the atomic 
bombing of Japan. There are frequent slurs 
on homosexuals, Asians, Hispanic s and 
women. 

Such comments can be heard on all online 
video gaming systems, including PlayStation 
Network, Blizzard Entertainment (“World 
ofWarcraft”) and others. 

“Personally I don’t do a lot of online gam- 
ing for that reason,” said Flynn DeMarco, 
founder of the Web site gaygamer.net, 
which has worked with Microsoft and other 


companies on steps to clean up online gam- 
ing. “I don’t play with anybody I don’t al- 
ready know” 

DeMarco said hate speech 
has been a problem for years. 

Game makers, despite some 
serious efforts, can only seek 
to limit the amount. 

“A lot of the problem lies 
within the players them- 
selves,” DeMarco said. 

The widespread use of the 
slurs is partly fueled by the 
same anonymity that provides 
cover for abuse throughout 
cyberspace. Players can com- 
pete with people thousands 
of miles away and know them 
only by the fictional “gamertags” they use to 
identify themselves. 

After years of tolerating abusive players, 
gamers have become more diligent about 
noting the gametags of abusive players and 
reporting them to game companies. Abusive 


players can be punished or even banned, but 
the process is slow. 

“It’s a baby steps kind of thing,” DeMarco 
said. 

Microsoft, maker of the 
XBox 360, has taken numer- 
ous steps to clean up the 
language on its Live service, 
which is by far the biggest on- 
line gaming service with some 
23 million members. 

Stephen Toulouse, director 
of policy and enforcement for 
Microsoft’s Xbox Live service, 
heads a team charged with 
providing a safe and enjoyable 
experience for customers. 
“There is always a subset of 
humanity that goes toward miscreant behav- 
ior,” Toulouse said. 

With I million to 2 million players online 
at any one time, most of the policing falls to 
other users who report hate speech to the 
company, he said.

Is gray the 
new black? 

NEW YORK Among the more avant-garde 
looks shown on the runways of New York, 
London, Paris and Milan was one that seems 
ho-hum in real life: gray hair.

“I wanted a cast that re- 
ally represented a customer I design for, and 
that’s not really a 16 -year-old.” 

Costa hired gray-haired Kristen McMe- 
namy who also appeared at Viktor & Rolf, as 
well as ’90s sensations— and now mothers— 
Stella Tennant and Kirsty Hume. 

Marc Jacobs, widely considered the most 
influential American designer, cast 47-year- 
old File Macpherson in his Louis Vuitton 
show, along with Bar Refaeli and Alessandra 
Ambrosio. Trendsetting Miuccia Prada used 
Ambrosio, Isabeli Fontana, Doutzen Kroes 
and Miranda Kerr— all best known as volup- 
tuous Victoria’s Secret models and all in their 
mid-20s, a relatively advanced age for runway 
models. 

It’s a smart move by the fashion industry to 
make itself more relatable to consumers. Cos- 
ta acknowledges that the tough retail climate 
has helped force design houses to speak more 
directly to their customers. 

“The woman who puts my clothes on needs 
a certain level of sophistication,” Costa says. 
“We wanted to acknowledge women who 
have always worn our clothes, women with 
their own identities, have full lives, have kids.”

Two drivers say there were no flashing lights before fatal train crash

pany, about poor track conditions. 

Drivers have been getting little informa- 
tion as neither the village nor railroad of- 
flcials will say where their investigation is 


headed or whether the cause of the crash 
has been found. Earlier Sunday, men sit- 
ting in Canadian National trucks near the 
tracks referred comment to a company 
spokesman. Other University Park trust- 
ees and Mayor Alvin McGowan did not 
return calls for comment. 

Canadian National spokesman Patrick 
Waldron said CN is leading the investiga- 
tion with the help of the Federal Railroad 
Administration. He said he could not com- 
ment further, citing an ongoing probe. 

Katie Lunn, 26, of Lincoln Park, died af- 
ter the gray SUV she was driving was sand- 
wiched on the tracks at 9:42 p.m. Friday 
between cars that had braked for a stop 
sign as an Amtrak train headed through 
the intersection. 

Two women who drove over the tracks 
just before the train hit Lunn said the 
crossing gates did not go down and the 
lights did not flash. 

Several people familiar with the rail- 
road crossing say it’s difficult to navigate. 
Two sets of tracks are close to a four-way 
blinking stop sign. Drivers have one lane in 


each direction and a gravel shoulder. Traf- 
fic pours out from nearby Governors State 
University, with drivers often in a hurry 

Lauren E. Brown, a Cook County prose- 
cutor, said she was driving directly in front 
of Lunn and just missed being hit herself. 
Brown said she was so startled, she looked 
around and saw the train had hit Lunn. 

“When I went over the railroad tracks, 
the gate didn’t go down. The lights didn’t 
go on,” said Brown, who was at a dance 
contest at Governors State that Lunn also 
had attended. 

Only when Brown approached the sec- 
ond set of tracks, on which the train was 
driving, did she see the white light of the 
train, which then honked. She saw a “puff 
of dirt” as Lunn was struck. The gate final- 
ly came down when the last few train cars 
passed through the crossing. Brown said. 

Driving just ahead of Brown was Lisa 
Smith, who also was leaving the dance con- 
test. She said she didn’t see the train until 
she was driving across the tracks. 

There were no bells, no lights and no 
gate on its way down, she said.

Because she was born in Chicago, Karen 
Peisker never imagined her bosses at UPS 
would suddenly question her right to work 
in the country legally 

But last month, an electronic employee 
verification system flagged the mail truck 
driver for possible identity fraud because 
she had been using her married name, Ri- 
vera, on her driver’s license since 2007. 
Though Peisker joined the company in 
1985, it put her at risk of being fired until 
she proved she was who she said she was. 

“I couldn’t believe it,” said Peisker, 50, 
who repeatedly had to show up to work 
with her birth certificate, marriage license 
and US. passport until the confusion was 
cleared up. 

Not uncommon, such problems with the 
federal E-verify software system — intended 
to pluck illegal immigrants out of the work- 
force— have led to proposals for a more 
wide-reaching solution that could be as cul- 
turally transformative as it is controversial. 
Until recently it also might have seemed as 
futuristic as a Tom Cruise movie thriller. 

Two US. senators prominent in immi- 
gration reform efforts have proposed that 
all Americans be issued biometric Social 
Security cards, containing codified data 
from either a fingerprint or retinal scan 
to help employers determine whether the 
holder is legal. 

In explaining the only current bipartisan 
reform proposal. Sen. Charles Schumer, 
D-N.Y, has called such a high-tech Social 
Security card “a linchpin” in efforts to win 
support in Congress for fixing an immigra- 
tion enforcement system that many agree 
is broken. 

While details are still sketchy Schumer 
and Sen. Lindsay Graham, R-S.C., have 
proposed that the new Social Security card 
be swiped by employers through a machine 
to match a fingerprint or some other bio- 
metric feature against data stored on com- 
puters. Those who refuse to cooperate or 
otherwise knowingly hire unauthorized 
workers would face fines and even prison. 

Privacy groups call the idea chiUing, and 
costly Last week, 44 organizations sent a 
letter of protest to the White House and 
both senators, arguing that implementa- 
tion of a biometric card could cost “hun- 
dreds of billions of dollars.”

5 airlines promise 
no carry-on fees 


In a remarkable gesture to fee-weary air travelers, five major U.S. 
airlines are committing to actually not charge a fee for some- 
thing— the carry-on bag. 

The announcement Sunday comes despite the fact that some 
of those same airlines are expected to report first-quarter losses 
next week amid significantly higher fuel prices and the beating 
they took from the heavy February snowstorms. Add-on fees for 
things such as checked bags, pillows and food are a key revenue 
stream for them. 

New York Sen. Charles Schumer said Sunday that American, 
Delta Air Lines, United Airlines, US Airways and JetBlue Air- 
ways each have committed to him that they would not institute 
fees for carry-on bags. He said he was hopeful other carriers 
would follow suit. 

“We believe it is something that’s important to our custom- 
ers and they value, and we will continue making that available 
to them at no charge,” American Airlines spokesman Roger 
Frizzell said. 

It wasn’t immediately clear how long the airlines had pledged 
not to charge for carry-ons. 

Schumer said he planned to meet soon with Spirit Airlines 
leadership. The small Florida airline in August will begin charg- 
ing customers up to $45 to place a bag in an overhead bin.

Once the puck hit Kris Versteeg’s blade, via a nice no-look 
backhand feed from Patrick Kane, there was maybe 2 feet 
of space between Versteeg and the Blackhawks’ first post- 
season goal in Game i against the Predators. 

Three or four mini-moves later, the puck trickled harm- 
lessly away No shot was recorded. It was one of countless 
postseason chances that come and go, but it’s the sort of 
chance Versteeg has been fighting to cash in since midsea- 
son. 

The third-year winger has just one multipoint game 
since mid-January But with the formidable Predators de- 
fense focused on other lines, Versteeg logically could make 
a difference if he can locate a groove. 

“I want to be a guy that can be relied on to score when 
need be,” Versteeg said after the morning skate Sunday 
“But I also want to play good at the other end of the ice. I 
know what my role is, and the coaches know what my role 
is. When I go out there, now I have to execute it.” 

On April 7, Versteeg filled the scoresheet with a goal and 
three assists in a victory over the Blues, an effort notable 
for both the production and the void that preceded it. Not 
since Jan. 14 had he recorded more than one point in a game. 

He has demonstrated the ability to produce when it 
matters most, with four goals and 12 points in his first 
postseason a year ago. And Hawks coach Joel Quennev- 
ille clung to that April 7 explosion as a better indication of 
how Versteeg is trending. 

“Over the course of the year, he’s had some real good 
stretches — one of them is right about now, where he’s got 
the puck a lot and he’s got speed in his game,” Quenneville 
said Sunday morning. “Certain guys some nights are going 
to break out. To me, he’s always a threat to be that guy”

The burning question heading into the second game of the 
Western Conference quarterfinals of the Stanley Cup play- 
offs was whether the Blackhawks would be singing the blues 
as they traveled to the home of country music for Game 3. 

They won’t, courtesy of a 2-0 victory over the Predators on 
Sunday night that evened the best-of-seven series at one game 
apiece. The series shifts to Nashville for Game 3 on Tuesday 
night with the Hawks assured of a return trip to the United 
Center later in the week. 

Everything that went wrong for the Hawks in their 4-1 de- 
feat in Game i Friday night was reversed as they controlled 
the play at both ends of the ice. They got a goal and assist 
from Patrick Kane, while Dave Bolland added a goal, and 
Antti Niemi, who stopped 23 shots, stood tall in net to get 
back on the winning track. Niemi outdueled fellow Finnish 
goalie Pekka Rinne to earn his first career postseason victory 
and the Hawks’ first playoff shutout since Ed Belfour blanked 
the Flames on April 19, 1996. 

The Hawks had the better of the play during the first pe- 
riod, outshooting the Predators 13-5. Early on, Rinne halted 
a chance on the power play by Marian Hossa and Tomas Ko- 
peck/s rebound attempt. 

Jonathan Toews took a nice feed from Hossa and bounced 
the puck off the crossbar midway through the period. A short 
time later, the Hawks thought they’d scored when Bolland 
poked a puck from between Rinne’s pads and into the net, 
but the referee had whistled the play dead. 

Niemi wasn’t tested much in the first as Nashville didn’t get 
its first shot on goal until just over eight minutes had elapsed. 
The inactivity didn’t seem to bother Niemi, who stopped Steve 
Sullivan’s attempt for the left side while on the power play 

Kane made it 2-0 early in the third when he skated over 
the Nashville line, held the puck as he closed in on Rinne and 
ripped a wrist shot past the goaltender to the stick side. It was 
Kane’s nth career postseason goal and extended his points 
streak to seven games, including the last five contests of the 
regular season. 

The Hawks were intent on following the pattern of the 
other seven first-round series, which all at some point fea- 
tured i-i splits after road teams picked up a victory in each 
matchup.

Who knew McCormick Place, the massive 
convention hall on Lake Michigan, could be— 
POW!- so beloved? 

This past weekend, for three days of Spandex- 
clad fandemonium and comic book panels, it 
seemed so. McCormick hosted Chicago’s first 
large comic convention in decades. Called C2E2, 
the Chicago Comic & Entertainment Expo was 
a success, at least according to the Black Cat, 
Spider-Man’s ex-flame. 

“What Chicago needed for a long time is its 
own comic con,” said Laschita Whelan ofWheel- 
ing, who dressed as Black Cat for the show, “and 
C2E2 is exactly what we asked for.” 

Translation: A comic convention within the 
city limits, focused on comic books and not 
movies, TV or toys— in other words, something 
different than Wizard World, which has drawn 
crowds to Rosemont every summer for the past 


20 years. Reed Exhibitions, which created C2E2, 
estimated attendance at roughly 27,500 com- 
bined from Eriday Saturday and Sunday— a bit 
less than the 30,000 that were hoped for, but a 
strong first year. 

Zach LaVoy of Des Plaines and James Sanjurjo 
of Bensenville, wearing matching tan Ghost- 
busters jumpsuits, said McCormick had ample 
room, fresh air and sunlight— characteristics of- 
ten lacking at comic book conventions. Despite 
questioning looks as the two strolled through the 
Kitchen and Bath Industry Show in a neighbor- 
ing hall, Sanjurjo said they would return next year. 

At which point, Linda Gassman, an inte- 
rior designer who had wandered over from the 
kitchen and bath show, stopped to compliment 
them on their homemade proton packs. LaVoy 
thanked her, saying, “These proton packs have 
lasted, like, five years.” And so, peace reigned in 
the nerd universe.

Leto throws 
out pitch, 
doles out hug 


Rather than just tell me what he had been 
up to since arriving in Chicago Jared Leto, 
sitting backstage at the Aragon Ballroom on 
Friday, decided he wanted to show me.

“I was never a baseball player, but it’s good 
to do things like that,” said Leto, sporting the 
same leather jacket and scarf he wore when 
he threw out the first pitch at Wrigley “Some- 
times on your tour, you can get locked in.” 

The band is promoting its third album, 
“This is War.” Leto is known best for his 
film roles (including “Fight Club” and “Panic 
Room”), but the group has established itself as more than just the 
band led by the “My So-Called Life” guy Leto is humble about their 
success (“We’re just grateful to have these experiences”), which isn’t 
what you would expect from a guy rocking a pink mohawk, eyeliner 
and blue nail polish.
